S U M M A R Y 

In the mid-stream of the Kolyma and Anadyr rivers there was first found Aedes 
fitchii new for the fauna of the USSR. In the vicinity of Upper Seimtchan and Markovo 
A. fitchii is one of the mass species. In 1966—1967 the mosquito appeared in nature in the 
2-nd decade of June, the mass flight was from the 3-rd decade of June to the 3-rd decade 
of July. Females favour borders of forests and open places. The mosquitoes attack men 
and animals.
